Further to your recent letter and telephone conversation. 

The allegation which you say is in July "Searchlight" that the 
British Leagueof Ex-Servicemen stated publicly that Jewish familes in Britain 
should be shot. Although I cannot speak for what the British League did or 
said at the time, it seems to me that if that statemeans anything, 'publicly' 
means at a street meeting. I believe that at all those meetings there was 
always Special Branch shorthand note takers, in fact I think there were one 
or two cases arising were speakers went to court which on the whole were 
dismissed or received snail fines. Tempers were heated arising from (a) the 
43 Groups actions in the area, coupled with the killing of British soldiers 
in Palestine by the Jewish terror groups. If a speaker had said anything like 
the Searchlight allegation they would have teen in court in no time, 
and, quite rightly, received I would think a heavy sentence. Surely, the 
Searchlight lot. with their supposed competence, would have this source in 
black and white? Ifiis covers also your second para. *Riere is no doubt, 
witfawhat as I said was going on, some of the speeches by local speakers showed 
the heat that had been aroused and used the sort of words that East Londoners 
themselves used and were accustomed to. As for 'to attack Jewish children' - 
even the down-to-earth East Londoners, many of than who from experience 
hadlittle time for the Jewish fraternity with whom they lived adjacent, would 
never counter attacks on children, Jewish or otherwise. It was a far different 
society to that of today where violence is everywhere.

Searchlight's long history of D Mirror co-operation. *£he story is, of which 
there is no official documentation, that in return for D Mirror financial 
input, the Mirror would get 'first use' of any 'fascist' story. I cannot 
recollect whether this started before Maxwell's time but certainly the story 
is that the scoundrel did put a lot of cash into Searchlight. 

As I said on 'phone, I would ask you not to use Hopewell's name. If you feel 
like add something to your first para you could say something like 1 theprison 
officer would appear to have had naive attitude to the Mirror's request for 
an interview, believing that they would give an honest appreciation of his 
devotion to Mosley. ' He was also suspended (like the Prison authority) 
pending an enquiry based on the S. Mirror rubbish, by the National Executive 
of the Prison Officers' Association. In both cases these two bodies were 
approached with what the Mirror was going to publish before it was actually 
published, which suggests that the warder was 'set-up 1 . You could add that 
you have learned that the warder has now been reinstated and back on duty - 
so much for the 5 Mirror rubbish.
